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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Katzir (US 6,275,514) fails 
to teach scanning a line continuously since the scanned beam is pulsed. However, Katzir teaches that the polygon mirror (31) scans line 
(33) in the X direction while PCB (35) moves in the Y direction (column 8, lines 62-64) (see Fig. 2b). Thus, even though there may be no 
overlapping regions in the X direction due to the pulsed beam as argued by Applicant, there are overlapping regions in the Y direction 
because the PCB moves in the Y direction and the beams are deemed to be focussed at (33) on the PCB (35) for a duration of time. 
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
